the latter ground cultivated ready for Autumn. 2. A panel was ready to judge the 
Best Kept Allotment competition (see Golden Spade Award elsewhere in this issue). 
ENVIRONMENT : 1. Agreed that the Village Steward would build flower baskets in the 
cemetery, 2. Complaints that the skip in Cosy Lane was too high and too full. 
3. The lay-by near the Depot was an eyesore, requests received for it to be cleared 
every week. 4. Cllr Stevens had attended the Countryside Forum at Warriner Farm. 
5. Discussion re a complaint that advertising boards on the green were obscuring 
motorists' vision. One sign catering for all village businesses suggested. 
Environment Committee to investigate further. 6. Re account for repairs to the 
clock, after discussion the Chairman said that it should be paid subject to 
expenses for the labour and parts having been incurred during the time when the 
clock was in the Council's charge.

~ We asked the DN's first editor to share how it was 20 years ago 


In that long, hot summer of 1976, I took a phone call from Gerard Sullivan, then 
Chairman of the Windmill Committee (Windmill being the dilapidated old Secondary 
Modern School rather than today's purpose-built structure). He wanted to start a 
community newspaper and was trying to interest me in editing it. ‘Why, who needs 
it?', was my immediate reaction ~ we seemed perfectly happy as we were. I was 
talked into the job and the first issue of Deddington News appeared in September 
1976. My initial reluctance was confirmed by some general village suspicion, not 
to say hostility. Who were these 'whizz kids trying to tell us how to run this 
place'?, to quote one local worthy, now no longer with us. 
But we had our supporters, not least the then vicar, George Palmer, who had. the 
only printing machine in the area, a hand operated: Gestetner duplicator (Ed.: see 
first letter of Postbag). We spent many long evenings with hands covered in black 
ink, George turning the handle, producing the sometimes legible pages. Robert 
Sansome, an architect living in Deddington at the time, hand drew each 
advertisement - and this was for a single issue, not the year's ads at a stroke. 
And we survived. I remember the excitement when Paul O'Sullivan, then editor of 
Steeple Aston Life, made a scanner available to us so that we could produce graphic 
covers depicting early photographs of Deddington. At the other extreme we had 
board covers printed for the Carnival 1981 special issue. 
Inevitably there have been changes over the years. For the DN, technological 
advances have simplified the production process, and hopefully the financial 
situation is not as dire as at the outset. Deddington itself has changed: the 
relaxation in the 1980s of the Rural Structure Plan has brought many more homes for 
families. And these bring children into the school and customers into the local 
shops. Opposing sides fought over a controversial scheme for main road lighting 
which resulted in a most acceptable compromise. The two development schemes for the 
present Windmill Community Centre caused much agonising and nearly split the 
village for a time. But we are all still speaking to each other. 
I believe Deddington News has been a vital contributing factor in this sense of 
cohesion. The present 20th anniversary is a credit to the many individuals who 
have made it work over the years - editors and helpers equally, but most of all the 
contributors without whom, as the saying goes, none of this would have been 
possible. You reflect a thriving community with its own very special character. 
You care about Deddington and what happens here. Long may you continue to comment 
on all issues, contentious or benign - and long may Deddington News continue to 
reflect those views honestly and fairly.

Browsing through that first isssue of September 1976 brought a great feeling of Deddingtonian 
continuity. For example: "Birth on Ist August to Mr. and Mrs. G. Fenemore of Home Farm, a 
daughter". The latter is now training to be a nurse at Stoke Mandeville, while her older sister gets 
into this month's DN - p.5 - From the Parish Register! 

Some of the issues covered sound very familiar, like the open letter from Rowena Maskery: 
"Rubbish: the subject has been raised time and time again ... all good intentions have failed to 
come to fruition... Blame can be offloaded so easily - that ‘invisible body' leaving a trail of 
destruction in his wake ... We really should be ashamed of ourselves letting our village go downhill 
at such a rapid pace..." Hopefully we have improved? 

There were reports of the doings of our Churches, Deddington Ladies, Deddington & District 
Choral Society, Holly Tree Club, the WI, and Deddingion Guides and Brownies. But how the 
clubs have proliferated - or are they just more vocal? 

Enrolment evening was announced for half a dozen or so Adult Education classes at the then 
Windmill School. Think now of the manifold offerings - from cricket to karate, art to aerobics, a 
~~ place for the youngest to the perk al all an spacey at - ei Centre.

ON THE FARM 


What a difference a year can make. This time last year ~~ } ~ 
we finished harvest on the 15 August; by the same date 
this year we had not started to cut the wheat. We have 7 
sold all but a few of the fat lambs this year but last year most were not sold 
until October/November and we had to give extra feed to the ewes to get them into a 
fit condition to take the ram. This year they are too fat and will have to be 
‘stocked tight' to get some weight off. Harvest to date has been a slow and 
frustrating job. The oil seed rape and oats were badly laid and had to be cut one 
way which meant driving to the opposite end of the field each time, but we got it 
done and the yields seem quite good. We shall know more when it is sold away. 
The set aside has been ploughed, limed and cultivated ready for next year's oil 
seed rape. The recent rain has helped us to get a good tilth. 
Harvesting has changed a great deal over the years. Father bought his first 
combine in 1941, a Minneapolis-Moline tractor-drawn machine with a 6ft. cutter bar 
and then in 1951 he bought a self-propelled Massey Harris 726 bagger combine with 
an Austin New Age petrol paraffin engine and an 8ft.6in. cutter bar and it cost 
£825 new. He had to get permission from the Ministry of Agriculture to buy it and 
agree to do contract work and pay for it before it was built. We needed a minimum 
of 5 men for harvest, 2 on the combine and 3 to pick up:the sacks of. grain and cart 
them. Today we need just 2 men to-do the work on 4 or 5 times the acreage and a 
new combine can cost anything from £ 70,000 to £ 100,000 plus! 
Not many farms had driers and if the grain came in wet the sacks were stood out on 
the barn floor with the tops opened back and a dry stick pushed in and left to dry. 
‘Most of the grain was milled or rolled and fed to the livestock on the farm (dairy 
cows, beef cattle, sheep, pigs). Today all the grain is sold off the farm: the 
milling wheat for bread, breakfast cereals, biscuits or pasta feed wheats for 
animal feed, starch and gluten extraction or distilling oats. We feed some to the 
sheep and the rest is sold for human consumption (porridge oats, muesli etc.) and 
the beans for animal feed. The oilseed rape (the yellow peril to some people) is 
perhaps the most versatile crop we grow. It is crushed to produce vegetable oils 
for cooking and in margarine. It also replaces whale oil used in the manufacture 
of precision tools. Extracts from it are used in the manufacture of plastics and 
cosmetics and it can be distilled into a fuel oil for diesel engines. Your car may 
smell like a fish and chip van but at least it is environmentally friendly and the 
meal that is left after crushing can be used as a protein additive in animal feed.

THE WAY WE WERE __ by Buffy Heywood 


An extract from Jackson's Oxford Journal of the 14th February 1863 shows. that 
Deddington then had its own fire engines and that the fire service was as efficient 
and°as much appreciated as it is today: 

"During the night of Wednesday last the inhabitants of Daddtngten were thrown into 
great alarm by the cry of 'fire' and the ringing of the fire-bell. It turned out 
to be at Mr. Abel Hopcraft's, grocer and butcher, in the High Street, just above 
the stamp office, and was discovered about one o'clock in the morning by Mr. 
Hopcraft himself, who, in going downstairs from his bedroom, had to go along a 
short passage leading into the shop, on opening the door of which flames rushed 
out, but he immediately shut the door, and with his wife made their escape from the 
house as quickly as possible through the parlour window, and gave an alarm. 

Numbers of persons of all classes quickly assembled, the parish fire engines were 
got to work and, with good management, a plentiful supply of water and great and 
most praiseworthy exertions, the fire, which at one time threatened destruction to 
the whole range of *thatched buildings adjoining, which extend to Mr. Mason's 
blacksmith's shop at the corner of the Banbury road, was confined to the shop where 
it broke out, the room over and the thatched portion of the roof, although the 
flames caused considerable damage to the adjoining apartments, the doors, etc., 
being much charred. Too much praise cannot be accorded to those who exerted 
themselves in working the engines and keeping them well supplied with water, for 
had not the night been calm and the fire kept under, nothing could have saved the 
fire from extending itself to a most alarming extent, so many thatched buildings 
being near and adjoining. We understand that the premises are insured, and that 
Mr. Hoperaft is also fully insured."

Fire Calls During the last two months we have received 33 calls: 1 to rubbish on 
fire in an air shelter, and a pile of hay, on Barford Air Field; 1 to a railway 
embankment fire; 2 kitchen fires; 3 calls to a barn fire at Cropredy; 2 house 
fires; 2 calls to standing crops on fire; 1 car fire; 1 settee dumped on the grass 
verge and set alight; 1 road traffic accident; 1 shop door on fire; 1 fire ina 
derelict building at Tadmarton House; 4 false alarms with good intent; 3 defects on 
automatic alarms; 2 malicious false alarm, and 8 calls to stand by at other 
stations. This makes a total of 100 calls to date, which is 58 fewer than this 
time last year, due to the fact that the station is off the run from 7 a.m. to 5.30 
p.m. because of insufficient crew. 

We have 1 new applicant who is undergoing the various entry tests, but once again 
this person can only give cover at nights and week-ends. We are still, therefore, 
desperate for day cover personnel.

confirmed the acquisition of the Bloxham Bridge site for ‘our' wood and many of its 
future aspects were discussed. 
Jamie Robinson, currently studying Environmental Management at Manchester Metropolitan 
University, will be the DN's Woodland Correspondent and will give more details next month. For 
the moment the basic agreed facts are these: 
Name: Daeda's Wood Type: riverine woodland featuring especially willows, alder, ash, oak, 
poplar, osier, in varying density; also incorporating a wildflower meadow. Access: Paths providing 
- circular routes, some suitable for wheelchairs and prams. 
‘Following the first meeting many of us walked down to Bloxham Bridge on a truly golden summer's 
evening. Access to the field was limited by the standing crop-of barley, but the petentigl of this 
delightful site by the twisting course of the Swere was patent. 
Community Planting Day has been fixed for Sunday, 24 November. More details in future issues, 
but we'll be needing as many pairs of hands - and spades - as can be mustered! !

CHOICES ... Earlier we began an occasional series on unusual hobbies - to 
date mainly supplied by members of the DN team! FRANK STEINER now writes: 


This is more an unusual interest than a hobby. I feel one can do more good to the 
poor and deprived in underdeveloped countries by helping them to help themselves 
than by merely ‘doling out' help. This is clearly essential in some places but fre- 
quently it involves less effort and if provided thoughtlessly can do more harm than 
good. Damage has been done to indigenous agriculture in certain African countries 
from 'food aid', i.e. gifts of food or subsidized exports of food from Western 
agri-business. It is better to adopt Helder Camara's maxim of "Give a man a fish 
and you feed him for a day; teach him how to fish and you feed him for a lifetime”. 
Two organisations engaged in these methods are represented in North Oxfordshire: 


INTERMEDIATE TECHNOLOGY provides know-how to the Third World of technology suitable 
to labour forces and infrastructures available locally. For a village without a 
local water supply it is often much better to provide cheap methods of sinking a 
well which will need very little capital, than to indulge in major civil 
engineering works which take longer to be effective and could disturb the local 
environment. 

INTEREST helps to provide development finance for individuals, cooperatives 
and other groups who could otherwise not obtain it. Members of this Newcastle-based 
organisation subscribe funds on which they can obtain interest similar to that from 
a building society, or can waive the interest altogether. This enables locals to 
help themselves - and do so without local moneylenders or usurers.

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GARDENING NOTES 


If you intend to sow broad beans (Aquadulce Claudia) or early peas i 
(Round smooth seeded) in late Autumn to overwinter, you might consider =e 
making a cheap cloche as follows: get a coil of galvanised wire of a thick grade; 
it is not expensive. Cut the wire into four foot lengths and bend into a half 
circle, Place the wires over your seed bed about 12 inches apart. Attach canes 
along the top and tie to the wire hoops. This gives the finished cloche rigidity. 
Cover the framework with horticultural fleece and bury the edges with earth. 

Remove the cover when spring comes and the plants are a few inches high. They will 
grow away quickly. ' OLIVER 


The question of whether you nurse something along or just compost it arises some 
time in every gardener's life. I once planted a Nectarine. It was a healthy (and 
expensive) little tree. It was given a favoured sunny position by a wall. It was 
fed and lovingly spoken to. Its yearly cycle went something like this. The 
blossoms, beautiful and pink, came much too early, so I had to protect them from 
frosts at night. Moreover the absence of insects meant that I had to hand- 
pollinate each bloom with a bit of cotton wool. As a result about half a dozen 
actually set. When the leaves came out they had leaf-curl and looked dreadful. I 
was advised to decorate the tree with Camphor Moth rings. That didn't stop the 
leaf-curl but looked quite bizarre. Finally, two Nectarines seemed willing to go 
to full term. When they were nearly ripe ants got at them. After three or four 
years of this I dug up the tree and took it to the tip. 

I now grow things that look nice and are suitable for our soil and climate. No
